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Module  5:  A World  of  Tales 


Module  5 focuses  on  legends,  myths,  and  folk  tales  as  well  as  traditional  and  contemporary  storytelling, 
including  the  novel.  In  addition  to  reading  several  stories,  students  practise  telling,  writing,  and  representing 
stories  (through  a comic  strip).  Students  also  work  on  developing  their  skills  in  constructing  effective 
sentences  by  varying  sentence  beginnings.  As  well,  students  practise  their  skills  in  the  correct  use  of  verbs. 

Section  1:  The  Gift  of  Stories 

In  Section  1,  students  identify  and  describe  stories  that  can  be  classified  as  legends,  myths,  and  folk  tales. 
They  also  practise  their  own  story-writing  ability  and  work  at  ways  to  add  variety  to  their  sentences. 

• In  the  first  lesson,  students  are  asked  to  think  about  the  role  of  storytelling  with  their  friends  and  in 
their  families  and  communities.  Encourage  your  student  to  listen  to  and  tell  stories  of  this  sort.  Looking 
through  a family  photo  album  or  community  history  book  may  assist  in  this  activity.  Assist  your  student 
to  understand  that  stor3Telling  is  one  way  of  remembering  family  and  personal  history.  The  journal 
entry  of  the  family  story  could  be  used  as  the  basis  for  the  second  assignment  question. 

• The  next  two  lessons  introduce  quest  and  pourquoi  tales.  After  your  student  has  read  the  tales,  help 
him  or  her  to  select  a topic  for  a tale  for  the  journal  entry.  This  entry  could  then  be  used  as  a basis  for 
the  second  assignment  question  if  the  student  wishes  to  polish  this  piece  of  writing. 

• The  last  lesson  focuses  on  developing  students’  awareness  of  sentence  structure.  After  reviewing 
concepts  taught  in  earlier  modules,  students  are  directed  to  consider  variety  in  the  length  and 
beginnings  of  sentences.  The  section  then  concludes  with  a review  of  ways  to  vary  sentences. 

Assist  your  student  to  look  at  a piece  of  his  or  her  writing  (such  as  an  essay  or  part  of  a story  with 
no  conversation)  and  analyze  the  sentence  structure.  Is  the  sentence  structure  nicely  varied,  or  is 
this  a skill  that  the  student  needs  to  work  on?  Refer  to  the  English  Language  Arts  Handbook  for  more 
information  on  this  topic. 

Section  2:  Modern  Tales 

In  Section  2,  students  compare  modern  story  varieties  with  those  of  the  past  and  think  about  similarities  and 
differences.  They  also  work  on  their  own  story-telling  techniques — orally,  visually,  and  in  written  form. 

• In  the  first  lesson,  students  listen  to  a version  of  an  urban  legend.  Discuss  with  your  student  why  these 
stories  are  popular.  What  makes  them  believable?  Help  your  student  by  discussing  various  possibilities 
for  changing  the  legend  “The  Vanishing  Hitchhiker.”  Remember  that  only  the  basic  ingredients  of  the 
legend  need  to  be  retained. 

Students  are  asked  to  practise  oral  storytelling  by  retelling  a tale  and  recording  the  retelling.  This 
exercise  enables  students  to  practise  their  speaking  skills  and  to  learn  more  about  plot,  setting,  and 
characters  in  stories.  After  recording  the  retelling,  students  are  asked  to  evaluate  their  performance. 
Listen  to  the  recording,  and  assist  your  student  to  evaluate  himself  or  herself  honestly.  It  may  be 
necessary  for  the  student  to  repeat  this  exercise  for  further  practice.  When  a recording  has  been 
successfully  completed,  it  should  be  submitted  for  assessment.  Please  check  to  see  that  the  sound 
quality  is  satisfactory. 
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• In  the  next  two  lessons,  students  look  at  how  stories  are  told  visually  in  comic  strips,  and  they’re  asked 
to  create  a comic-book  story  of  approximately  eight  to  ten  frames.  The  point  of  this  assignment  is  not 
to  assess  students’  drawing  abilities  but  to  see  whether  they  can  create  or  retell  a story  by  selecting 
the  most  dramatic  events  to  represent  to  the  reader.  If  possible,  have  your  student  look  at  some  comic 
books  to  see  how  their  stories  are  developed. 

Unless  your  student  is  very  enthusiastic  about  drawing,  it’s  important  that  he  or  she  select  a fairly 
simple  story  to  use  as  a basis  for  the  comic  strip.  Help  the  student  to  plan  the  script  so  that  the  story 
can  be  told  effectively  in  a reasonable  number  of  frames.  Students  can  use  narration  to  link  parts  of 
the  story  (for  example,  they  can  use  words  or  phrases  such  as  The  next  day  or  Meanwhile,  at  Lord 
Wellington's  castle,  and  so  on). 

Remind  your  student  that  the  script  and  storyboard  must  be  submitted  along  with  the  polished  copy.  Be 
sure  to  review  the  assessment  criteria  with  your  student  before  he  or  she  creates  the  polished  copy.

Part  A 

In  Lesson  1,  you  v^ote  a story  in  your  journal  based  on  something  that  happened  to 
you  or  your  family  (Journal  Entry  5A).  Reread  your  journal  entry  now.  Either  revise 
and  edit  your  journal  entry  and  submit  your  polished  copy,  or  write  a new  story  or 
anecdote  about  an  interesting  or  funny  event  that’s  part  of  your  family  or  personal 
history  and  submit  a polished  copy  of  it. 


Part  B 

In  Lesson  3,  you  wrote  a pourquoi  tale  of  your  own  (Portfolio  Item  5B).  Either  revise 
and  edit  your  pourquoi  tale  and  submit  a polished  copy,  or  write  a new  pourquoi 
tale,  revise  and  edit  it,  and  submit  your  polished  copy  of  it.  Your  pourquoi  tale  can 
be  a comical  story  or  a more  serious  one,  but  it  should  reflect  an  understanding  of 
what  purpose  tales  of  this  sort  have  served  and  how  they  have  traditionally  been 
written.  If  you  choose  to  write  a new  pourquoi  tale,  here  are  some  ideas  you  might 
consider  for  a story  of  this  sort: 

• Why  does  the  earth  shake? 

• Why  do  mountains  roar? 

• Why  does  the  Moon  change  shape? 

• Why  do  the  seasons  change? 

As  usual,  you  can  either  write  your  story  in  the  space  provided  or  use  a computer 
and  firmly  attach  a printout  to  this  Assignment  Booklet.  Review  the  assessment 
criteria  for  this  assignment  before  submitting  your  final  work.
